Nothing Jewish 
HERE I sit trying to think of 
something to write about Jews. 
I feel rather absurd on this day to 
set myself aside in my little cubby 
hole and think of the matter of 
Jews. 


Last night I was up to 1:30 a. m. 
listening to news bulletins on the 
radio. It was a crescendo of 
frightfulness. First I heard of 
squadrons of foreign airplanes fly- 
ing back and forth over Holland; 
then of bombs dropping on Dutch 


airports. “Holland invaded!” 
. “Belgium invaded!” .. . “Lux- 
emburg invaded!” . . . “German 


soldiers dropping on Holland in 
parachutes.” ... So it went. 

To write of Jewish matters on 
this day would be like lamenting 
one’s toothache amid a conflagra- 
tion that was devouring the city. 
It gave me a pain to hear a man 
on the bus say this morning, “What 





will this mean to Jews in Belgium 
and Holland?” 

My friend, Mr. Doyle, has just 
been in to see me. He was almost 
speechless with anguish. All he 
could say was, “To think of this, 
to think of this, after two thousand 


years.” Mr. Doyle looked as if he, 


were afraid that the pillars of 
Christianity were buckling under. 

Last midnight in between war 
bulletins the radio was giving us 
swing recordings. . . . “Toodle-de- 
dum, toodle-de-dee” - I could 
have picked up the radio set and 
flung it at the head of the singer. 
A clown drooling amid chaos. 

But, then I thought, this is all 
right after all. This is something 
normal that’s left—a voice trying 
to give song amid the crash of 
death. It’s something left to hold 
on to in the sickening whirl of a 
world that seems fallen from its 
orbit. 

I guess I shouldn’t be so silly as 
to write on something Jewish on a 
day like this when humanity is on 
the spot. A woman on the bus was 
saying, “What did I raise my chil- 
dren for?” The bus was full of 





frightened people wondering what 


it all meant. 
* * * 


ES, about all a man can do on 

doomsday is to look at himself 
and record his emotions. His vanity 
has an idea that in some remote 
and better time some _ historian 
may come along to learn what he 
was thinking about in this tragic 
hour of mankind. Well, in that 
case Mr. Segal may say he is all 
bewildered, like some one lost in 
a darkness, despite this bright May 
day. He gropes around and bumps 
into other people who feel as hope- 
lessly lost as he. 

He remembers that he used to 
have glowing beliefs. He believed 
in the inevitability of progress. He 
believed that the serenity of the 
common life that he knew in his 
youth must go on and grow richer 
forever. 

He recalls the time when he was 
sure that arrogance was always 
humbled in good time. He wonders 
whether this is still true in a time
